ARCTIC BEEF 


In the Forum recently Vilhjalmur Stef- 
ansson discusses in interesting fashion the 
undeveloped resources of the polar re­ 
gions. 
The question of over-population 
and impending prospect c>f food shortage, 
especially meat, is under consideration. 
It is an interesting fact that the earliest 
civilizations of the world arose in tropical 
or semitropical lands. 
In the great days 
of Egypt and Mesopotamia, Greece and 
Italy were backward northern countries. 
Then in the splendid ages of Athens and 
Rome, Germany and Britain were chilly 
northern regions, avoided by the brilliant 
and 
sun-loving 
Mediterranean 
peoples. 
Once again in the course of centuries civi­ 
lization has marched northwards. 
The 
barbarian 
northernmost 
lands 
of the 
Roman imperial period and their parallel 
countries in the New World are the cen­ 
ters of the world’s civilization today and 
leadership has ceased to rest in the Medi­ 
terranean. 
And in the same way we re­ 
gard Siberia, Greenland, Northern Canada 
and Alaska as wintry wastes incapable of 
development. Is this supposition correct? 
As a m atter of fact the polar regions 
are vastly more potential in their opportu­ 
nities than is generally supposed. 
The 
summer heat even within the Arctic circle 
is very high, even up to one hundred de­ 
grees in the shade. Thus in the Arctic and 
sub-Arctic there exists the largest and most 
potent^'ally productive grazing region in 
the world. 
Beyond the line of successful 
wheat production there are 200,00 square 
miles in Alaska, 2,000,000 in Canada and 
the Arctic Islands, and near 3,000,000 in 
Northern Europe and Asia— nearly twice 
the area of the United States. 
Some of 
this is densely forested, but in the main 
it is a grazing land. 
The varieties of 
plants in this region are considerable and 
many of them are edible. 
They thus form 
the largest supply of fodder in the world. 
Reindeer are admirably suited to graz­ 
ing on this vegetation, and they were eat­ 
en and perhaps domesticated in the Stone 
Age. 
Reindeer roam by the millions in 
Siberia and their increase in Alaska since 
being introduced in 1892 is amazing. Rein­ 
deer prefer green grasses in the summer 
and brouse on lichens in the winter. Thus 
they may be supplemented by the mis­ 
named musk ox or ovibos, which grazes 
on the far more numerous grasses all the 
year round. 
Reindeer and ovibos meat 
are delicious and can be transported cheap 
ly to London and New York. 
It is reason­ 
able to suppose that the ovibos can be 
domesticated. 
Also its wool is of the fin­ 
est texture. 
Under present conditions fif­ 
ty billion pounds of Arctic beef can be pro 
duced yearly. 
And if the northern forest 
lands are converted into meadows this 
amount can be perhaps trebled. 
These figures give some idea of the pos­ 
sibilities of food production in the Arctic. 
Thus the human race need not fear a 
meat shortage for centuries to come. 


FIRE A N D THE FARMER 


Preventable losses by fire on farms in 
the United States amount to three times 
as much money as is necessary to finance 
the regular activities of the Department 
of Agriculture with its 20,000 employes. 
This estimate was submitted to tlie Nat­ 
ional Fire VvYiste Council, meeting under 
the auspices of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, by G. I. Christie, 
Director of the Agricultural Lxperinient 
Station, Lafayette, Ind. 
In rijund numbers the annual lo.<s due 
to farm fiiax i- si 50,000,000. 
“LighU;iiig,” sa}s ITufessir Chri::tie, “is 


given as the largest single cause. 
Inves­ 
tigations carried on in Ontario, Michigan 
and elsewhere indicate that when build­ 
ings are properly redded the protection 
from lightning is practically 100 per cent. 
I he Farmers’ ^Mutual Lightning Protected 
Insurance Company of ^Michigan which 
insured only rodded buildings, and those 
only after their inspectors had examined 
and approved the redding, paid out only 
$32.00 for damage by lightning during 
four years on a risk totaling over $55,000,- 
000. 
The $32.00 
covered 
three small 
claims, all due to defects in rodding over­ 
looked by the Company’s inspector. 
“The prejudice of farmers against light­ 
ning rods, which dates from a time when 
many farmers were hoaxed with improper 
rodding and unreasonable prices, needs 
to be overcome. Too few farmers recog­ 
nize the adequacy of protection from 
lightning rods properly installed or the 
danger from rods improperly installed or 
damaged ö fter installation.” 
The National Fire Waste Council has 
authorized the appointment of a balanced 
agricultural committee which will include 
in its membership representatives from 
the Government and other national organ­ 
izations interested in reducing fire waste 
on farms. 


BURNING OUR OWN COAL 


More Missouri-mined coal was burned 
during the past winter than ever before, 
according to a statement by the state la­ 
bor commissioner. 
People and industries 
are waking up to the fact that there is in 
the state a vast deposit of cheap fuel, 
much of it admittedly of low grade, but 
which can be made easily available by 
proper methods of firing. 
Mines north 
of the Missouri River, long idle or working 
part time, have shown new activity in re­ 
cent months the St. Louis Star asserts. The 
coal is making a market for itself. 
The Missouri fuel deposits are only one 
of va.st mineral stores v/ithin the confines 
of the state which are virtually untouched 
and which could be made a tremendous 
asset by a comprehensive system of indus­ 
trial development encouraged and directed 
by intelligent state government. 
Moberly, 
an industrial city, is so near the mines 
that it gets its coal by wagon and truck. 
The same is true 
of 
Macon and other 
towns. 
There are, according to the Unit­ 
ed States Geological survey, 23,000 square 
miles of coal measures 
underlying 
the 
state, of which 14,000 square miles are 
productive. 
In some sections the coal is 
on the surface and can be kicked out with 
the toe of a boot. 
It is there waiting for 
human industry to utilize it. 
Missouri Week, recently ended, and 
which called attention to the practicabi­ 
lity of Missourians burning Missouri-mined 
coal, was only a gesture. 
There should 
be organizatioi^ to further industrial deve­ 
lopment based on this cheap fuel. 
No 
bridge arbitrary need be paid by those 
who use it. 
The fuel is at St. Louis’ back 
door. 
There was an average og 4,196,- 
688 tons bought yearly between 1901 and 
1905, according to government statistics. 
That amount v/as only a wheelbarrow­ 
load compared with what was available 
and begging a market. 


PIONEERING WITH THE MAILS 


From Chicago Tribune 
Air mail planes have commenced regu­ 
lar service between Chicago and St. Louis. 
The first two planes to make the journey 
covered the distance in three hours and 
seventeen minutes, westbound, and two 
hours and twentyfour minutes, eastbound. 
It takes fast trains six hours and a half 
to cover the run. 
This latest air mail record is in keeping 
with the traditions of the postal service. 
Carriers of the mail h.ave pioneered the 
v/ay, both in speed and safety. 
They us­ 
ed to make some })henomenal time, too. 
In 1837, for example the Postoffice De­ 
partment required the express mail coach­ 
es over the old National road to make the 
distance from Washington to St. Louis in 
94 hours. 
When the pony express was in­ 
augurated in 1860 it was taking letters 
twenty-two days to go by vesseel from 
New York to Panama and thence to San 
I'ransisco. 
The pony express cut the time 
about fourteen days, the horseback trip 
from St. Joseph, Mo., to Sacramento, Cab, 
being made in eight days. 
In 1864 the Postoffice Department per­ 
suaded the railroads to introduce the rail­ 
way postoffice cars, and still more time 
was clipped off. 
The mails have always 
l)oen in the van in the progress of swift 
transportation. 
It was only a few days 
ago that a new record was made by the 
air mail between Chicago and New York 
— 4 hours and 35 minutes. 
The 
postoffice 
department 
deserves 
great credit for its rapid expansion of the 
air mail service. 
The St. Louis service is 
an important innovation. Soon, we hope, it 
will be followed by an extension of the 
route to New Orleans. 
Routes north and 
south mu>t be added to the efficient ones 
already in operation east and west.

.WASTING MISSOURI’S PATRIMONY. 
This is American 
Forest 
Week . 
It 
’ought to mark one of the great events on 
the calendar. Missouri formerly was one 
of the greatest hardw^ood producing states 
in the union, the St. Louis Star points out. 
It still produces some, but the merchant­ 
able supply of oak , ash and other hard­ 
wood trees is nearly gone. Missouri indus­ 
tries which use hardw^ood lumber are look ­ 
ing to other states for their supplies. Un­ 
der that handicap new industries req uir­ 
ing that material are reluctant to locate 
here. 
There is only one small stand of 
pine forest in the state, w^here miles of 
these noble trees once covered many of 
the Ozark hills. 
Other states have created forestry and 
conservation departments and are planting 
trees and encouraging municipalities and 
individual citizens to grow trees for com­ 
mercial use. 
Missouri, despite repeated 
w^arnings of forestry experts and commer­ 
cial organizations, has done nothing. The 
forests have been destroyed over millions 
of acres, and not even cultivated fields 
have tak en their place. The hills are over- 
g ro wn with scrub oak and brush, with ..n 
occasional deserted house, from which the 
inhabitants have fled because the ground 
is useless for agriculture. 
W hat might be 
one of the state’s richest assets is idle 
and an actual waste. 
The state govern­ 
ment, year after year, show^s no interest in 
converting this land into something bet­ 
ter. 
It is humiliating to read what other 
states with which Missouri must compete 
have accomplished in forestry work . Wis­ 
consin, Michigan, New York and other 
commonwealths have great tree-growing 
tracts under state supervision. 
Two-thirds 
of the cities of New York have started 
municipal forests, under a state law. Al­ 
bany has 6 00 acres of matured pitch pine. 
Fitchburg, Mass., has a municipal forest 
of 105 acres, which pays its own way by 
the sale of white pine. 
Rotary Clubs, Boy 
Scouts and other organizations are help­ 
ing this work . 
Forestry conservation laws are regular­ 
ly introduced in the Missouri legislature. 
They are beaten by Ozark representatives 
whose constituents fear that if scientific 
forestry is inaugurated they will be for­ 
bidden to burn over the land twice a year 
to raise grass. 
They use these pastures 
free because their owners regard the land 
as worthless. 
Intelligent forestry, under 
state protection and supervision would, ac­ 
cording to experts, soon transform these 
tracts into valuable timberland. 
It is good 
for nothing else. 
The state needs a con­ 
servation department such as other states 
have. 
Until it gets it and goes about re­ 
claiming this region intelligently, 
Mis­ 
souri hills will raise chiefly brush and 
rabbits, and Missouri industries will get 
their timber somewhere else.

COLORS FROM THE BIRDS. 
From the Detroit News. 
Automobile 
manufacturers, 
searching 
for color schemes for body work , have 
turned to the color combinations offered 
them in the plumage of our birds. 
Some 
have not been content to imitate the native 
bird life of North America, but have jour­ 
neyed far afield in South America to ob­ 
tain specimens of the more highly colored 
relatives of the northern birds. 
The idea 
is not new. 
It has been used in pottery 
for many years, also in fabrics, but its ad­ 
aptation to the automobile body is of re­ 
cent origin. 
The^i'e may be splendid reasons for de­ 
serting our own homeland in search of 
birds to use in this new undertak ing, but 
if one desired a combination of purpie- 
black with red and 
orange 
yellow, it 
would be difficult to secure a better bird 
tc work with than the red-winged black ­ 
bird. 
Then tak e the nuptial coloring of 
our common bluejay, with its slate gra> 
and dusk y blue body and pure white-tip­ 
ped tail feather for a body of dignity and 
harmonious blending. If a less conspicuous 
combination is desired, the clear waxing, 
with Its chestaut and grayi>h brown body. 


the coloring of the scarlet tanger with its 
intense red and somber black would cre­ 
ate a sport model that would breathe 
speed and attractiveness. 
If the designer 
desired something bordering closely upon 
the rainbow, the male wood duck in its 
spring dress offers all of that and possibly 
a bit more. 
If one would learn how to 
blend greens, purples and yellows, to ob­ 
tain an effect both pleasing and strik ing, 
the purple gallinule of our marshy wastes 
supplies all of this. 
There i.s plenty of color in our native 
birds and many of the combinations are as 
satisfying to the eye as are the combina­ 
tion offered in the tropical species.

Earlier, another fire, originating 
at a “moonshine party,’’ in a room 
ing house on North Dearborn street 
adjacent to the aristocratic Gold 
Coast, resulted in four deaths and 
the injury of five persons, four of

firemen. 
Federal

officials, united in an investigation 
of tMs blaze, said the building in- 
eluded among Its tenants a num­

The seventh victim was George 
Mohr, a fire department lieutenant, 
who was killed in a terrific crash 
between a fire truck and an auto- 
mobile at a street intersection on 
the edge of the loop.
